Discussion:  Bolts  supporting  the  front  engine  mount  to  the  engine 
support  blades  work  loose,  developing  elongated  holes,  thereby  causing  the 
ongino  ejector  pump  to  ride  on  tho  steering  gear.  This  situation  requires  that 
the  driver  stop  tho  truok  ovory  10  miles  whon  traveling  over  rough  terrain,  and 
tighton  bolts  supporting  tho  front  ongino  mount  to  the  engine  support  blades. 

Observation :  Tho  uso  of  lock  plates  such  as  tliosc  found  on  the 
HI 13  Armored  personnel  Carrier  should  be  usod  to  look  bolts  supporting  the  front 
ongino  mount  to  the  ongino  support  blados.
